The barque arrived at 
Halifax from Java with a cargo of 
sugar, and since then the mate, Ale.K- 
aiider Gordon, and Kiildlo have been 
ill jail, eiich on a charge of assault pro 
ferrud by tho otlior, while (.Jiiiiliuaii 
has had to hiio Caj'tain tileii for a por- 
liou of lii.s wages. Grintinaii tsays that 
Pierce was confined in irons for 75 
days, al the end of which be died, aud 
the iroiiM reiuained on his wrints u|) to 
his dyiiii; moment. The jmnishinent 
wa.s inlliotud because tho man, who was 
tihipi)ed at New York in a hurry to 
till another aearaau's place, wanted to 
have his papers, made oat properly be- 
fore the British consul at Sourabaya. 
Captain Glen refu«!d. Pierco said he 
did not want to deal fairly with him re- 
Sjiecting Iiih washes. The (irbt tlirpe dayy 
after bcnng jiut in irons I'ierce was 
tied on deck and at night was beaten 
by the captain in a heartless manner, 
a heavy belaying pin and a loaded 
Wbif)' being used a.s tho weapons of 
punishment, and blood f -om the man's 
wound.s .streamt-d down his face and 
dni)|)ed on to tho deck. After that he 
wa,4 confined in a foul-sini lliiig place, 
filled with oil and paint, and no .small 
that he had not room to lie down. Here 
he was Isept coafined until the ci<;ht 
before he died, being fed on half a 
pound o£ bread with water daily. The 
evening before he succumbed one of 
the crew managed to unlock hi,s prison 
door, and that night he slept, on deck. 
In the morning he com|)lained of ill 
iies-i, and a couple of "hours later ex- 
pired. The matter has been referred to 
the Mini.ster of .Marine, whb.se instruc- 
tions are awaited before action is taken.

In Bpite of warm protests on the part 
of the GladBtonian pross, tho proceaa ul 
disanlution goes atuadily forward through- 
out tho liberal rauka. Tho reproaantativoa 
o£ tho National Liberal Asaociatiou of 
Scotland, havu decided by a majority that 
no man can claim the title of libaral who 
do«a Dot support Mr. Gladatone's home 
'rble Boheme. By the more bi(;ijtQd mem- 
bers of the "great" party this dt'ciaion 
liaa doubtle.ia buon received witli a sense 
of self-contideiit aatiafacliou. Bat there 
are cnany Scotch olcutors, even amongst 
the liberals, who fail to see how belief or 
disbelief in Mr. Oladatono's separatist 
proposala can make ur uiinuvko n liberal, 
ytill, the Scotch are a peraistont people, 
and tho deciaioQ of the National Liberal 
Asaocialinn of ScutlaiiJ v.il; unquestion- 
ably ba adhered to. Lord Randolph 
Ohurobill's political mtluenoe ia fast io- 
oreasing: the Ohaneellor of (he Exchequer 
has put himself into tune with the tirnna: 
and without sacrificing' one jot of go. 
conservative priiiciploa, ho inovea for- 
ward with an ovorgrowiu!,' following, 
whilst tho Gladstonitoa and their 
Bupportors stick last iu tho quaguiiro of 
Glad.stoue-Paruellite homo rule. This is 
tho reitl .state of things, and it i.s fraught 
with deadly danger to what has hitherto 
b«eu known asi liberalism, but what has 
now degenerated to Oladstonism, ' and as 
fltioh is discredited and disgraced. The 
liberals uow have two KriaTonces from 
which there is no escape; the first of these 
is that they think Lord Bnndolph Churchill 
unfairly liberal, whilst the liberal-uuiouists 
have become too conservative. On both 
sides there is a teudoncy to abandon ex- 
treme views for that medium course which 
appeals to the common sense of the country. 
Never was there a more favorable oppor- 
tunity for the advancement of those prin ■ 
oiples of true constitutionalism which iu so 
, many political crises have proved the na- 
' tional abeet-anolior. The people are weary 
of anxiety and nnoertainty. There is a gen- 
eral wish for stable government. The lib- 
erals themselves are urging that if their 
party is to be rallied llr. Gladstone must 
give np all home rulo piojeet.s, whilst others 
go so far as to sny thnt Mr. Gladstone 
should leave the political arena altogether, 
-because his persistout claim to liberal lead- 
ership ia driving lurgc numbers of those 
who once followed him to support tho policy 
represented by Lord Randolph Churchill. 
Mr. Gladstone vainly imagines that his 
personal inflaenoe is still sufficiently pow- 
erful to renidti^, the' scattered liberal ranks; 
and he fails tci. see that the people are be- 
ginning to find it safer to trust in' consist- 
ent principles than in ambitions indi- 
viduals. 



SBWHRAOE. 



The sewerage bylaw will be submitted 
to the property -holders of the city in 
a very short time. It cannot be laid 
before them tjo soon Beoause of the 
present defective drainage and conacquent 
danger fiom.an epidemic box-drains are 
being laid down in different parts of the 
city. At present there are several casoa 
of typhoid fever iu the homes of our peo- 
ple, and we cannot hope from innnunity 
from it as long as the present disgraceful 
condition of affairs ia permitted to con- 
tinue. No city in Canada of the same aize 
and wealth as Victoria ia without some 
efficient system To properly cleanse 
and purify it. The scheme now in the 
han ]g of the people ia, we believe, a good 
one, and is the result of much caro and 
thought. It is not improbable that it can 
bo improved in some of the minor dotaila 
so as to meet the wishes of all. Mayor 
Fell and Councillor HigKins have made a 
careful examination of the syateraa pro- 
vailing in the principal Eaatern cities, and 
their experience will undoubtedly be 
found very valuable when the matter 
oomes up for disouiaion in thecounoil. It 
is desirable that a perfect system bo 
introduced, and that none of 
the mistakes which have occurred m 
other citie? be made here. To that 
end tho fullest discussion is neceasaiy, 
both within and without tho council. 
There will be no serious opposition to the 
bylawi no danger of its being defeated, 
for our citizens have tho good of Victoria 
at heart, and are determined to be pro- 
gressive and enterprising. No city In 
these days can claim to be either which 
has not proper drainage. If matters were 
to remain as they are we should soon hear 
such a wail as cmno to us from the badly 
drained and conaeriuently fever-stricken 
tity of Putaluma the other dny. 

The govornmont of New South Wales 
recently appropriated £25,000 to provide 
relief works for the UDompluyed lu . 
colony, yat in a fow woeks the streets of 
Sydney were as full as over of idle men 
clamoring for work. Thorou[)on an in-= 
gonious writer iu the Sydney Herald nug- 
geatod a scheme for utilizing this idle 
luuaclo and at the same time of adding to 
the revenue of the colony. Uia plan was 
to employ 6,000 men for six yean in gird- 
ling and thus deadening the scrub pine 
trees which cover a f^roat area in tho col- 
ony. He estimates that this land, when 
cultivated, would yield arovonuo of £17,- 
000,000 a year, mid his plan ia to nllow 
crown tenants to make these improve- 
ments and give them tenant-right interest 
in their work. The work would cost £:),- 
000,000, and of course it would be out of 
the question for the govsrnmsnt to under- 
take it.

A 
battle was fought between ,S,00() Povlii- 
gueao and friendly native.-t on lou! nido 
and 30,000 hostile nativisn on tho othor. 
'I'hu Portuguese wore defeated and routod 
and tho loaa in killed on both aides ia 
estimated to be 9,000 men. Mr. Wilco.x 
:,aya the governor of Mozambique haj 
gone into the country to endeavor to sup 
pre^58 tho rovolt and save tho p irt of lu ■ 
hambano from falling into tho hand^ of 
the insurgents. Tho town waa l)aiTicaded 
when tho missionary lait heard from it, 
»nd women and children had boon remov- 
ed to ships lying in the roadstead. The 
entire country round about the to,wn had 
already been abaudoued by the Portu- 
guese and arrangumenta had bL-eu made 
to remove tho populati»n of Iiihaiubaiiu 
out to sea if hostile natives uttaclced tho 
town in force. 

San B'ranoisoo, Nov. 23— -.V special 
dispatch from London received by the 
(Jail Bia'es: One of tho worst elem-Jiit-i 
of the European situation ia the terribly 
uncertain temper of the Czar, who in hia 
preatn atati of irritation !Uid e.\C't ;uient 
is lihble at any time to throw oil' all the 
restraints of ^prudence and pjuoge the 
whole ot Europe' into war.

Another Bailway. 

It is understood that another railway for 
British Oolambia is under consideration. 
The read will be the continuation of the 
narrow gai^e road ronbing from Dnnmore, 
a point on the Canadian Pacific near Medi- 
cine Hat, to Lethbridge, a distance of 110 
miles, wht'rB are situated the Qidt coal 
minoH. It is jiropoaed to extend this line 
from Luthbridgo through Crow's Neat I'aaa, 
arid by a convenient route through Koote- 
Buy district to the boundary lino. Al- 
though the project is jet in its infancy it in 
probable that tha projoctora will aoek a char- 
tor from the pxoTiucial legislature to extend 
tbe line by tbe most feaaible route. 

The coal minea of Lethbridge have be- 
come a oonsideiable fuel producer for the 
supply of the northwest, inoladrng Winni- 
peg, and since their being opened a few 
years ago a town of 1500 inhabitants has 
?ipnnig up, jiU either directly or indirectly 
miployed by tbe railway and coal niinoH. 
Theao are run by the Saskatchewan Coal 
Mining and Milling Company, in which Sir 
Alcsntidcr Gult ia largely interested. His 
son, Mr. A. T. Qalt, now on a pleasure trip 
to this province, ia the general manager of 
tho railway. By tha extension of the latter 
through to tha boundary it is thought that 
a much larger market for coal would be 
BMored.

The Governor's Address. 

The followine is the addrecs of his 
honor Mr, W. F. Archibald, lieutenant- 
governor, to the Mock parliament of tho 
Y. M. C A., on Friday evening last. Mr. 
Archibald fitted into his position in a nat- 
ural way, and looked every inch capable 
of filling tho important task allowed to him. 
During the delivery of the address he was 
greeted with frequent applause: 

THE ADDBGSS. 

Mr 8])taMr and Oenthmm of the Legis- 
lative Assembly : 

It affords me groat pleasure in meeting 
you at tho opening of tho first soasion of 
our legislature, and I have much gratifica- 
tion in stating that the past year has boon 
one of gonoral prosperity. 

Tho farmers have been blessed with an 
abundant .harvest and have found a ready 
marked at high prices, consequently the 
commereial interests of the country have 
been very much improved. 

On account of tho completion of tha 
Canadian Paoifio railway tho exports of 
fiah, lumber and fruits have greatly in- 
creased and by reuaun of the very liberal 
scale of (reight rates lately issued v. by the 
O.'P. ft. I have every reasqa to expect 
that an impulae will be given to agricul- 
ture, the tiaherioa and the. mines BUoh as. 
they never had before. 

I arn much pleased to know that the 
Island railway, notwithftmding its sharp 
curvea, stretches from Victoria to Nanai- 
juo, and that tn|DS,-baye been running 
regularly fur some months to the great 
convenience of travelers, and thnt thereby 
the facilities for trade and the carrying of 
the mails are greatly incnaiEd, and aa a 
consequoiicB may I not expect that in a 
few years what ia now a dense forest and 
a sen of mountains will be pioturesttuo 
villages, thriving towDS and even cities 
rivalling any that now exist in this fair 
land of oura; and that coal may bo bought 
in Victoria for five dollars per ton. 

It alao affords mo much pleasure lo 
know that the Imperial authorities have 
united witti the federal authorities in do- 
ing all that I could wish for the protection 
of our capital city, by eitablishmg. forti- 
fications and garrisons in the immediate 
vicinity. I have aasurancea alao thut tho 
protection of the future great city of the 
mainland will net be neglected. 

Whilat the country is making such rapid 
onward stridei in htir material interests 
I have much pleasure in stating 
that in her morals too she intenda 
to keep pace, and to preserve and 
keep pure her people I shall ask 
you to urge upon tho federal government, 
the necessity of passinv a law prohibiting 
tho manufacture and sale of all intoiicat- 
ing liquors; also a law prohibiting the 
desecration of tho Sabbath day. 

It is gratifying to contemplate the com- 
pletion of tho C. P. R., yet I feel assured 
that you will join with me in regrolting 
that so many Chinese have been brought 
int<> the country, to the great diiadvan- 
tage of our own people, and that further 
representations mutt be made on the samo 
subject to the federal parlianiont. 

It ia a a )urce of great pleasure to me, 
and one of which I am justly proud that 
our educational ayatem continuoa to pro- 
duce satisfactory results throughout the 
country. Yet, in order to keep pace with 
the rapid development of brain power yuu 
will be asked to let apart a tract of land 
to be used fur the purpose of eiitabliihiog 
a university for the higher education of 
our youth. 

You will be asked to consider the ques- 
tion of indemnity to persons in factories 
.and other great worka. A, bill will also 
be brought: Jiefore ;:3riral!^li'otide,;;deaI i n g 
with the question of what number of hours 
should ba considered as a working day, 
with a view to the protection of the bone 
and sinew of our country, 

I desire to call your attention to the 
fact, that the stream or tidal wave of im- 
migration has set in, aud tliat we may bo 
prepared for an immense increase of the 
population in the near future. It may 'be 
desirable not to give whole tracts of land 
by way of bonus to tho many projected 
railways. Yet in view of tho many ad- 
vantages to be obtained by tha opening of 
easy and (|uiok communication, such 
tracts be given in alternate sootioni, and 
with such othsr privileges as you may de- 
vise so that the country may reap an ira- 
niediata benefit therefrom. 

In accordance with the wishes of the 
great raaas uf the people, a bill will be 
submitted to you giving those who owe 
debts of small amounts an opportunity of 
paying thetn on short notice, ond at a 
auiall charge. 

In order th,it I may have the full as- 
aurunce of the comfort and aafoty of all 
persons, I shall ask yon to pass such laws 
as may be requisite to secure proper fire 
escapes on buildings and other securities. 

A bill will ba brought before your no- 
tice to consolidate the public debt, and tho 
public accounts and estimatoa for the en- 
suing year will be presented for your ap- 
proval . 

I have ooniinunioatod with the Dom- 
inion Government with reference i> thu 
advisability of havini( a free postal deliv- 
ery in our chief citiea, and in view of tho 
ease and deliflit with which our loving 
suiijocta would receive thoik' mail at their 
own door, I shall ask you to make .tuch 
further and other representations to them 
that the same m>y be procured before ilie 
snow-drifts shall have blocked the way. 

Having tho honor, and tlio good naino 
of our beloved country at heart, I shall 
ask you to urge upon tho federal govorn- 
rns'it tho necessity uf pas-iing a law for 
che inspection of canned fish, in order 
that designing people may not impoie 
upon our fellow-oountrymen of the east, 
thone fish aa a specimen of our far-famed 
British Columbia SRlmoii, which upon 
opening the cans are found to bo only 
smelt from another ahuro. 

I have also to direct your alt.uition to 
the possibility of great loss of life if the 
steamboat regulatloit laws are not strictly 
enforced, and that our population may 
not bo diminished thereby. You will bo 
asked to urge upon tho federal parliament 
tho iieceisity of the strict enforcement of 
the laws regulating Sleambuata and rail- 
roads. 

In leaving you to your deliberations, I 
fool Hsaured that your laljoi's will be de- 
voted to promoting tho bent interests of 
the province.

What Mr. Patterson Thtuks 
About the liine. 

Mr. Thos. Patterson, lato of Boll, Lir- 
kin & Patterson, and now interested in 
tho coDstruotiun of the Shuswap and 
Okanagan railway, has recently returned 
from a first trip to the district through 
which the railway will pass. To a Oolonuit 
representativo, he said that the survey 
under Mr. Perry had already proceeded 
about fifteen miles and tliat the lino, 
though having more curves than he had 
fi^t supposed, would ba of easy grade and 
readily oonslruoted, not costingmoro than 
520,000 per mile. The extent of arable 
land in tho district was a surprise to him 
and ho rogardod it as the most promising 
field for ajirioulturu in tho province. 
There were hundreds of thouaanda of 
acres suitable fur wheat culture, which 
are known to produce exceedingly largo 
crops, tho farmers now in the district 
securing all tho way from SO to 50 bushels 
to the acre, thoayaroge crop being about 
33 buahols to (ho acre. During the laat 
year the bench lands have been tisated as 
to thoir capacity for wheat growing and 
they show that a finer qua'ity of grain 
can bo grq^n on them than in the valleys. 
No irrigation' is neoeBsary in either val'ey 
or banohes. This exceptionably favorable 
condition of ihinga ia owing to the fact 
that tho district lies between tho Shuawap 
series of lakes and Okanagan lakes, and 
thus the land is given more aoopaga and 
moisture nud tha snow from the hills 
surrounding the valley also adds to it» 
moisture. Even in the dryest aeaaon by 
digging a few inches the soil is found to 
be raoiat. Laat season way nn extremely 
dry one, and yot tho average wheat crop 
raised per acre waj 1000 pounds. 

All this goes to prove, Mr. Patterson 
thinks, that whsu tbe diatrict seouroa 
raitway.ponneotioQ with the 0. P. R. it 
will be enabled to grow sufficient grain t j 
supply the coast markets with flour, even 
in competition with the Noithweot and 
Oregon mills. Already through Okanagan 
are a number of sin ill tljur niilU for 
local markets, and there haa now been 
completed a large four storey mill by the 
Columbia 5Iilling Co. This is situated at 
Lambly'a Landing, and is capable of pro- 
ducing from 100 to 150 barrels daily by 
roller process. One of the firm, Mr. 
Laws, is a practical miller of largo exper- 
ience and having tested various qualities 
of wheat in tho States and Canada, ia of 
opinion that Okanagan wheat ia the best 
ho has yet seen for roller process fiour. 
They have now enough wheat on hand to 
run the season. Gray and Dumbleton of 
this oity, have under construction a light 
draught steamer for this firm to run at all 
seasons of tha year when the river is 
open, the''preaent steamers not having 
sufficient depth of water in the dry season. 

It is alio stated, Mr. Patterson said,' 
that tbe Beadoe timber limit at the head 
waters of the Spollamchean river have 
been secured by a capitalist who has a 
contract to supply white pine lumber to 
an English firm, and the quality of pine 
in this region is just what he wants. Tbe 
trees are from llvo to six feot through. If 
he proceeds with the work, he will estab- 
lish large sawiuilla alSiokamoose Narrows 
and ship tho lumber to the coast, and 
from thence by vessel to England. 

Mr, Patterson considers there is no bet- 
ter field for a profitable return to the pro- 
vince than that oBered by the Okanagan 
valley, and ho feels quite sanguine that 
the railway thri)Ugh from lake to lake 
vrill be built. It would not only a2"oct 
tho fifty inilsa of country throng!" which 
it traverses, but would tap thb lateral 
valleys, and by steamer oommuaioation 
on Okanagan lake would provide connec- 
tion With - the large district adjacent to 
that sheet of water.

SECOND DAY. 

Court nasoniblod at 10.30 a. m. and the 
case of Christ )pher Webb, charged with 
intent to murder, was taken up. Deputy 
Attorney- General Irving conducted tho 
prosecution and M^, Theo. Davie appear- 
ed f6r the defence. 

A complete account of Webb's crime 
was given in tliis paper last summer at 
tbe time it occurred. Tho naaault was 
made in a cnttiiroon Chatham street, near 
Quadra. Webb was having an altercation 
with hii wife when two boarders named 
Turner.and Stewaitentered. Turner went 
to tbe side of the roiim to hang up hiihat 
when Webb drew a revolver and fired two 
shots at Turner, ono of which entered hia 
hat, making a slight scalp wound, — had it 
been one incli lower down, fracture of the 
skull would have resulted, and a murder 
committed, Webb stated that the cause 
nf the shooting was, that on the preceding 
night ha had found his wife in a corupro- 
niiaiog position with Turner, lie had 
ordered Turner sway and on seeing him 
was prompted to the act by jealousy and 
in the belief that his wife bad been inti- 
mats with his intended victim. Tho case 
oocuoied the court until 1:30 p. ni. when 
tho jury retired, and alter an hour's do- 
liberation brought in a, verdict of guilty 
on tho third count— unlawful woundinf?. 

The afternuon was occupied with the 
case of Tai Ho, charged with cruelly 
wounding and ill-treating a Chinese girl 
named Gook Lang. Tho deputy attorney- 
general conduutud tho prosecution and 
Mr. C Wilson appoired lor tbe defence, 
Mr. Vroomaii as intorprel or. 

Ilur-^aan gave 
evidence on Monday at I'ort Townsend 
in regard to the condition of the ship 
John Roienfeld, in the suit between the 
original owner of tho vepsel and the 
Tacoma Mill Oo. for ^(liiO.OOO.
